was at once instructed to follow up 
the clue and arrest the fugitive. 
On his arrival at Tangier he was 
convinced that he was on the right 
track, as 
Stensland had 
presented 
himself at several hanks and tried to 
get leters of credit for large sums.

$!2,ooo in the Comptoir d’Escompte 
It is a strange coincidence that the 
fugitive had assumed the name of 
Olsen and. profiting by this fact, the 
attorney presented himself at Stens- 
land's hotel, representing himself as 
his son, and learned that the latter 
had just left for Gibraltar. 
Olsen was just in time to catch the 
boat. 
Reaching Gibraltar, he found 
that Stensland had just started back 
to Tangier on board

Last October the district governor 
of Kharkoff received a visit from a 
young officer who introduced himself 
as Lieutenant Podgorski, and repre­ 
sented himself as having been sent by 
the governor of the province of Kieff 
to assist the civil authorities of K har­ 
koff 
in preventing, 
or 
suppressing 
revolutionary disorders. 
The 
young 
m an’s papers were in perfect order, 
and he played his part with such con­ 
summate art and grace 
that 
every 
facility was placed at his 
disposal. 
After two months. Lieutenant 
Pod­ 
gorski declared his mission to be at 
an end and he departed to join his 
headqquarters at Kieff. 
Now, 
how ­ 
ever. the Kharkoff authorities 
have 
just discovered that the governor of 
Kieff never sent an officer to K har­ 
koff at all. 
The whole affair was an 
audaciously conceived and masterfully 
executed move by which the revolu­ 
tionary party placed themselves in the 
possession of much valuable informa­ 
tion regarding the political machinery 
of the district of Kharkoff.
